Paper Bottles. 
\ 


A process for making paper bottles has 


brai invented by Mr. f- IF. Thomas, pf 
Chicago, nnd their manufacture is said to 
bo becoming a considerable industry. The 
bottles are unbreakable'1, and bf| various 
Chapes antl sixes, i\n3 are lirwttrced much 
more cheaply than the o^iftnary bottles 
made _>f glass, stoneWji *e -dud tin. They 
are made by special! h achjinery'i and in 
their manufacture n large sl^eet of paper, 
glued and cemented onj one side, jis, rolled 
on a mandrel into a tube of any required 
length, ihickne?s and diameter. An outer 
glazed covering, whicK consists of the 
colored labels or inscription^ for th^ bot- 
tles, is then glued OT the tube, which is 
afterward cut up into the required lengths 
for a given uuinher of toltlcs. The tops
